Freeing the Ghost of Black Friday 


An invitation to the Guthrie’s upcoming annual lollapalooza, A Christ- 
mas Carol, made me think of Dickens. How would he have reacted to 
America's Thanksgiving-cum-Black Friday rites? I picture him filling his 
ink pot, sharpening his quill, turning up the lamp, and setting pen to 
parchment. 

When Dickens dashed off his iconic novella in six weeks in 1843, 
Britons didn't celebrate Thanksgiving, our gateway to orgiastic spend- 
ing, nor did they have big-box stores or SUVs to haul home newly 
bought loot. I haven't the data to ascertain if London shoppers fought to 
the death over their equivalent of Cabbage Patch dolls, Beanie Babies, 
and Power Wheels Barbie Jeeps, but we're not far removed from other 
aspects of 1843's bleak London winter. 

It wasn't bleak for the wealthy. Scrooge is a one percenter (the Guth- 
rie features his bulging safe), and his “profligate” nephew Fred keeps a 
warm and merry house, with a devoted wife, jolly friends, and abundant 
food and drink. But counterparts to Scrooge's ill-paid, overworked clerk, 
Bob Cratchit, exist today; after all, who mans those big-boxes through 
'Thanksgiving Day into the dawn hours of Black Friday, often for less 


than a living wage? 

Perhaps the most chilling part of the novella and the stage portrayal 
is the massive Ghost of Christmas present, flinging open his robes to 
reveal two starved, feral children: “Ignorance” and “Want.” They're still 
abroad in the world. 

No immediate cure, but mega-sports and camping retailer, REI, has 
dipped a toe in the waters. REI recently announced, “This Black Friday, 
we're closing all 143 of our stores. Instead of reporting to work, we're 
paying our employees to do what we love most — be outside. Perhaps 
John Muir said it best back in 1901: ‘thousands of tired, nerve-shaken, 
over-civilized people are beginning to find out that going to the moun- 
tains is going home." 

Most other employees will not have this option, but shoppers do. 
Avoid the stores, and outside or in, consider what home means to you. 
Fighting for more stuff? Or accepting RET' invitation? 

“On this one day, we're going to #OptOutside and we want you to join 
us. While the rest of the world is fighting it out in the aisles, we hope to 
see you in the great outdoors." ш

ADAM RIPPON 


For the Love of the Process 


At the 2015 U.S. Figure Skating Champion- 
ships, Adam Rippon combined athleticism and 
artistry for an extraordinary and memorable 
performance. Winning the free skate and fin- 
ishing second overall, he set a new standard for 
U.S. men’s skating. What made it all the more 
impressive was that he had begun the season 
doubting his place in the sport and wondering 
whether his impressive early achievements 
(two World Junior Championships) were the 
pinnacle of his career. 

Rippon’s sense of commitment and responsi- 
bility can partly be attributed to growing up as the 
oldest of six children. With such a large family, 
he learned to balance multiple tasks, focus, see 
things through, and give his best even on a bad 
day. Among the tasks he has recently taken on 
is choreography. Long known as an artistic and 
expressive skater, Rippon always had ideas for 
programs, but never formalized them until U.S. 
ladies medalist Mirai Nagasu asked him to create 
an exhibition program. Rippon took the time to 
answer some questions ahead of his appearance 
at the 2016 U.S. Figure Skating Championships. 


Before last year's championships, you were 
doubting yourself and your place in figure skat- 
ing. Why was that? 

Adam Rippon: I was doubting myself be- 
cause I had missed making the 2014 Olympic 
team. I was an alternate for the 2010 games so 
the next few years after that were dedicated to 
me making the 2014 team. When I skated at the 
U.S. Championships the year of the Olympics, 
I put so much pressure on myself to be perfect 


and when I ended up not making the team, it 
was a huge hit to my confidence. I didn’t feel 
like I belonged any more. 


You ended up winning the free skate 
and taking second overall last year. What 
changed? Has that renewed your passion? 
AR: What changed was that I was competing 
for myself. I worked so hard and put in so many 
hours so that when I got onto the middle of the 
ice and heard my music playing, I could just en- 
joy. I didn’t worry about the result. I had to re- 
mind myself why I was skating in the first place. 
For as long as I could remember my only moti- 
vation was the Olympics so I had to go back and 
find out what was the real reason for me being 
on the ice. I finally realized it was just that skat- 
ing was my passion and I truly love being out 
there. I loved the feeling after a long day of prac- 
tice, and I loved the thrill of performing. I found 
joy in bettering myself everyday. Someone once 
told me that you have to enjoy the process and 
it wasn’t until I was forced to think about what I 
truly enjoyed that I realized that the process was 
what I loved the most. 


What has planning choreography and pro- 
grams for other skaters done for your own 
skating? 

AR: It’s brought my own skating to a new 
level. It made me really focus in on weaknesses 
I had in my own skating. I also realized that I 
love working with others and when I’m done 
competing, working with other skaters is what 
I would love to do. 


You opened up about your sexuality in the 
latest issue of Skating magazine. Why did you 
decide to declare it publicly? 

AR: The article in Skating magazine was a 
piece on me and my best friend, Ashley Wag- 
ner. I decided to say something because I think 
we still live in a time where saying something 
still means something. I remember when I was 
younger, I read a lot of articles and saw a bunch 
of YouTube videos of others coming out. It re- 
ally helped me a lot. I also said it because I have 
become really comfortable with who I am and I 
hope my story can help someone be confident 
in themselves, too. 


You said in that interview that you hope 
you’re a role model not just for young figure 
skaters, but parents who might be concerned 
that their sons are figure skating. What kind of 
message do you hope your story brings? 

AR: I hope my story brings reassurance 
that if you work hard and set goals, anything 
is possible. It doesn’t matter if you came from 
a small town in northeastern Pennsylvania. 
Never limit yourself and if you have the oppor- 
tunity to go after something, take that opportu- 
nity. I also want to show parents of skaters and 
skaters themselves that you should always be 
yourself. Treat others the way you want to be 
treated and never lose your sense of humor. ш

TWO ICONS 


OF THE TWIN CITIES 1990s QUEER 
PERFORMANCE SCENE ARE BACK! 


In the 1990s the GLBT 
performance scene was at its 
most vibrant. In the realm of 
gender-bending humor and 
exploration of sexual themes, 
it's as if a cloud had been lifted 
off the previous decade's grief 
and AIDS hysteria. In the '90s, 
a brilliant drag artist and a bril- 
liant choreographer came into 
their own and attracted 


audiences like bees to honey. 
These two are still going 
strong and now, for the holiday 
season, halfway through the 
century's second decade, it is 
fitting and thrilling to celebrate 
with two performances that 
feature them. Myron Johnson 
and Miss Richfield 1981 are 
swinging into madcap mania 

at 6th street and Hennepin 
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Avenue at the Cowles Center 
and Illusion Theater. 

Myron Johnson looms as 
the most renown and widely 
acclaimed queer-focused cho- 
reographer the Twin Cities has 
ever produced. Major critics 
have placed him on par with 
the U.K.'s Matthew Bourne. 
He is a unique blend having 
studied at the Children's The- 


atre and at Minnesota Dance 
Theater as a youngster and 
then onto mime in Paris in the 
1970s where he was struck by 
the respect with which mimes 
and dancers were regarded. 

When he returned to 
Minneapolis he started his 
own unique approach to 
performance which couldn't 
be neatly categorized. In

Myron shaped a close knit 
group of dancers, which would 
become legendary. They 
combined the purity of classi- 
cal ballet, the choreographic 
pizzazz of Bob Fosse, and the 
irreverent wit of John Waters. 
These were consummate danc- 
ers and great comic actors in 
their own right. 

It has been years since the 
Dolls presented their naughty 
spoof of The Nutcracker but 
after a long hiatus, Myron has 
returned to choreographing 
what is truly his very own 
bona fide classic, Nutcracker 
(not so) Suite. However, it’s 
not with his Dolls of past 
years, but with young dancers 
of the James Sewell Ballet with 
whom he has never worked 
before. Myron was Sewell’s 
first dance teacher. 

Of the new dancers he 
says, “They’re so fresh! Not 
hardened theater folks yet. Ev- 
erything’s new for them!” That 
said, Myron will be be playing 
the role of the dandy uncle who 
gives his niece a Ken doll for 
Christmas. Dolls alumnus Kev- 
in McCormick has returned 
from New York to reprise his 
role as the show’s overbearing 
mother figure. 

Myron Johnson’s return 
to choreography and dance 
is eagerly awaited by his fan 
base from the ’80s and ’90s. 
He shares a bit about why he 
has been away. “For so many 
years I was not only focused 
and concerned about the 
performances but also running 
a theater. That became too 
much for me and I have had 
to take a much needed break 
to refresh and reboot. I miss 
working with the Dolls danc- 
ers everyday and I’m positive 
this is a first step into bringing 
the company back for more 
wild adventures.” 

Miss Richfield 1981 is the 
fairy godmother of the Twin 
Cities’s new generation of 
drag artists. Think of her as 
Minnesota’s Dame Edna. Over 
the years she would become 


a national figure. She has also 
made her mark abroad. Miss 
R shares, “I spend the entire 
summer in Provincetown, 
Mass., which is beautiful and 
fun and very gay! This year 
also took me to Chicago, New 
York, San Diego, Rehoboth 
Beach, Del., as well as inter- 
national travel with Atlantis 
Events to New Zealand, 
Australia, Singapore, Thailand, 
Vietnam, and Hong Kong! 
This next year ГЇЇ be heading 
to Tahiti, as soon as I find out 
where that is!” 

However, she adds “I love, 
love, love being home in the 
Twin Cities! My mom usually 
makes the show, along with 
a few other family members, 
and so many dear friends who 
have been with me along this 
amazing, fun and sweet life I’m 
blessed to enjoy!” 

The show Miss R refers 
to is Illusion Theater’s annual 
holiday tradition of which she 
is the recurring star. This 
year’s solo performance ad- 
dresses “forbidden topics.” 
Miss R observes, “We are 
living in an age where we have 
more ways to communicate 
than ever before, but there’s 
so much we are not allowed to 
say! I involve audience mem- 
bers in ways that allow them 
to express limited opinions 
that fit appropriately into the 
versions of the songs. It seems 
anything of a serious nature is 
off limits. You know, politics, 
religion, race, or anything else 
that’s started a war is impolite 
for conversation. How are 
we going to solve the world’s 
problems if we don’t talk about 
these things?" m

A Bar Hit For a Queen 


19 Bar Rules in Minneapolis! 

February 6 was the 63rd anniversary of Queen Elizabeth II’s acces- 
sion to the throne of Great Britain in 1952, and on September 9, 2015, 
she became the longest reigning British monarch in history. As well, 
in 2015, the local 19 bar — with an iconic large 1960s portrait of the 
Queen having graced its wall for decades — marked the 63rd anniver- 
sary of the venerable establishment, whose entire history coincides 
with the monarch's reign, along with the 23rd anniversary of Gary Hall- 
berg's owning the business. 

In 1952, life partners Everett Stoltz and George Koch opened a pre- 
dominantly gay bar at 19 West 15th Street (hence the bar's name) in 
Minneapolis — a shrewd move given its location in the heart of what has 
been a gay enclave in the Loring Park neighborhood for decades. For 
five decades, the 19 had only a 3.2 (“weak”) beer license. 

Hallberg, who purchased the 19 on May 8, 1992, has owned the bar 
for a third of its history. In several stages, he nearly doubled the bar's 
space by expanding into what had been the adjacent Loring Cleaners. He 
also built a popular patio, which is heated in the winter, at the back of the 
bar. In 2003, he obtained a license to serve full liquor and strong beer, 
which brought a host of new customers who wanted more then 3.2 beer. 

Today, the 19 continues the friendly ambience of its 63 years as a 
neighborhood GLBT bar. Most times, you'll find folks at three state-of- 
the-art pool tables (75 cents — what a bargain!) or two dartboards. Re- 


cently, a pinball machine was added. 
Hallberg says, "We're very proud to be the oldest GLBT bar in the 
Twin Cities, and one ofthe oldest — if not the oldest — in the country."

people get healthy and end the spread of HIV. 

Within the state of Minnesota only 63 percent of individuals living 
with HIV are virally suppressed. Virally suppressed means that someone 
with HIV has no detectable HIV in their blood stream. Still more are not 
even aware that they're HIV positive. Knowing your status, maintaining 
treatment and an undetectable level of HIV improves individual health 
and reduces the likelihood of HIV transmission. 

How many Clare Housing residents are virally suppressed? Ninety- 
one percent. That's nearly 30 percent more than the state average. Sup- 
portive housing is making a huge impact. It's helping people take control 
of their lives and get healthy. 

As one Clare Housing resident, Epstein, recently wrote after living at 
Clare Housing, the day comes... "When suddenly you realize that you're 
no longer just surviving one day to the next; rather you're able to plan 
for the next season, the next year, and even further. That's the benefit of 
healing: the security of knowing you have the luxury of looking forward 
into your own future and being able to plan what to do with it." 

Living at Clare Housing enables many residents to get their future 
back. That's a powerful thing, and it's something worth celebrating. That's 
why on December 1, World AIDS Day, from 4 to 7 p.m., Clare Housing is 


holding a house warming celebration for Clare Terrace in Robbinsdale. 

The event is free and open to the public. There will be a short pro- 
gram at 4:30 p.m. where the supporters that made the new apartment 
building possible will give brief remarks. Following the program, attend- 
ees will get the chance to tour the completed terrace while sipping warm 
drinks and enjoying light refreshments. 

Attendees are encouraged to bring non-perishable food items. Food 
donations will stock the shelves of the men and women who will be mov- 
ing into Clare Terrace during the month of December. 

Over 115 people have applied to live at Clare Terrace. Many have 
been sleeping rough on the street, couch surfing with friends, or staying 
overnight at homeless shelters. One individual who will be moving in 
has been on Clare Housing's waiting list for 5 years — waiting and wait- 
ing for the opportunity to access affordable supportive housing. 

After Clare Terrace opens, nearly 200 individuals will still remain on 
Clare Housing's waiting list. If you'd like to get involved, please register
